FoUoving the filing of a notion for a new trial oi^ January 2h, 195^ 
Dy the attorneys for ALGER HISS, the FBI conducted certain Inveatigatlon. The 
nSrpoae of thlJ Inveatigatlon vas to aselst the United States Attorney, 
Southern District of Kev York, in his preparation of the Government's ansver - 
to this defense motion. 

One phase of the FBI's Inquiry was concerned with deteralnlng th« 
background and reputation of LCfUIS J. LEISMAlf, one of the affiants for the 
defense. During the course of this part of the investigation certain of ^ 
.UlISMAH's relatives in Philadelphia, Horfolk and Baltlaore were Interviewed. - 

On March 7, 1952, X received a letter from CHESTER T. LAKE, in 
which he stated that an unnaaed attorney In Baltimore had Informed him that 
"the FBI liave been harassing aljaost every member of his (UJISMAH's) family ♦ 
and that he, I£IGMAH, Is a Communist and requesting LEISMAH's address from 
theo. 1£ISMAH le quite annoyed about this and regards it aU as an effort 
to intimidate him." 

On March 8, 1952, I informed the FBI of the allegation in CHESTER 
T LAME'S letter and requested that they determine whether the allegation had 
any merit. 1 have recently reviewed the facts pertaining to the interviews 
of LOUIS J. I£ISHAH'B relatives and find, (l) that the FBI has absolutely 
no information indicative of the fact that I£ISMAH was or is a Comraunist 
and therefore statements that the Agents told LEISMAH's relatives that he 
was a CoEmunlat are utterly false and ridiculous; (2) the relatives of 
USISMAH who were Interviewed were definitely not harassed but on the contrary 
were most cooperative and therefore this allegation is absolutely unfounded. : .

' On February 29 Mrs . Burg was Interviewed by an agent of the FBI, 
at which time she Informed that she was "disappointed in having only received 
i25 In consideration for room and board of Jack Lelsman for a period of tvo^ 
vfeeks, and that this amount was insufficient to cover the cost of his care.. 

On March 20, 1952, Mrs. Burg was telephonlcally contacted, and she 
advised at this time that Lelsman Intended to visit her over the weekend of 
April 5 In connection with their boarding his son, Jackie. At this time on. 
March 20 the boy, Jackie Lelsman, was still living at the Burg residence lu 
Aberdeen. 

On both of the personal interviews with Beatrice Burg she was ad- . 
vised prior to commencing the interview that the FBI's interest in Lelsman 
was not due to any criminal or subversive activities on his pa^ t and should 
not in any way reflect upon his character or that of anyone in his family. 

Sergeant Sylvester Burg, Military Police, Aberdeen Proving Ground, /: 
Aberdeen, Maryland, the husband of fieatrlcd Burg, was also f^tefT^ewed at the 
Post Intelligence Office in Aberdeen, Maryland, and he related that although > v 
he had a great admiration for Lelsman's son. Jack, he found I/>uis Lelsm^ to 
be a particularly offensive individual and had no desire to associate with him 
or to confer with him any more than was necessary. He informed the agent at 
this time that Jackie Lelsman was living in his residence in Aherdeen and that 
"I had better hear from him (the father) pretty soon. We've gpt his kid, you 
know, and we haven't got any money from him since the last time he ^as up . 
Sergeant Burg stated that he was reluctant to turn the boy <»»\^^J J'^* f ^^'^ 
keep him any longer unless they received money for his care. At the time of 
this interview the agent Informed Sergeant Burg that the eviction of Jack 
Lelsman was a matter that should be considered Independently of any Investiga- 
tion of the boy's father.
